Father 
Finlay was the first to show eoi) that col- 
lapsed—simply because he had not taken the 
precaution to harmonise the interests of all 
participants in the undertaking. 

SUCCESS AFTER FIFTY MEETINGS. 

They went to work on the co-operative 
plan, and they got very few soci¢ties to adopt 
it. He had exgctly filty meetings before he 
had secured his first success. They Khew tlie 
rest of the story; they succeeded in the 
dairying industry to a point, and spread the 
principles to every other branch of agricul- 
tufe in every part of the country. They were 
met with this objection when they said the 
success of the foreigner, due to organised self: 
help, was beating them even in their own 
Irish markets—that it was due to what the 
Government was doing for them. They were 
able to show that, while all the foreign 
Governments subsidised the industry in all 
sorts of ways, perticularly in education, 
the British Government was doing absolutely 
nothing for the farmers. These were the days 
of laissez faire, when the British Govern- 
ment left everybody to mind their own busi- 
ness and let the devil take the hindmost. 
He rememVered one old gentleman in charge 
of the whole education of Ireland, and it 
became necessary for them to use their 
economic organisation for the purpose of 
getting the State to attend to the needs of 
their industry, and it was only after the 
most considerable constitutional agitation 
that they succeeded in 1900 in getting a 
Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction set up. 

FORMATION OF 1.A.0.8. 

In 1894, when the I.A.O.S., an agency of 
social service invented by Irishmen in Ire- 
land, was formed, there was no precedent for 
it whatsoever. A few years later the 
English started an Agricultural Organisation 
Society; then the Scots followed, and later 
on the Welsh—all exactly modelled on their 
little invention, The Recess Committee, con- 
sisting of men of all parties and all creeds. 
prominent representatives of agriculture and 
other interests, laid it down as a fundamental 
principle that State assistance to the agri- 
cultural industry should be administered so 
as to supplemént the organised self-help, and 
in nowise to be a substitute for it. 

ere was ome other thing, not strictly 
relevant to the business of the day, that he 
desired to say. This Irish idea of State aid 
given to agriculture only to supplement and 
to encourage voluntary effort had gone all 
over the world. There was no country now 
that was under the economic infuence 
of England, as he might put it— 
an influence she established in the 
days of her commercial supremacy—that 
was not trying to apply the very self same 
problems that they had been struggling with 
in Ireland all these years. 


THE ENGLISH ATTITUDE. 

In fact, the strange thing about it was 
that the only country he knew of that almost 
reused to have anything to do with agri- 
cultural co-operation was England. The last 
lew Governments had toyed with co-opera- 
tion. He remembered one recent Minister of 
Agriculture recognising it as an interesting 
side-show; but now they were determined 
that any Minister of Agriculture should not 
neglect the effort to get the English farmers 
to see what the Irish farmers had so long 
recognised. | 


MARKETING OF PRODUCE. 


WHERE ORGANISATION IS 

' ESSENTIAL, 

Co-operation production, distribution and 
credit were next referred to. The Irish 
formula they adopted nearly thirty years ago 
as a solution for the whole problem, Sir 
Horace said, was better farming, better busi- 
ness and beiter living. Better farming they 
recognised as the duty of the State. It 
meant, in effect, the application of science 
to the industry of farming; and that could 
only be done by the State, or the educa- 
tional authorities under the Government. 
Lhe importance of better Lusiness—of co- 
operatively organised business—was that 
they could not induce farmers to go to the 
trouble and expense of applying science to 
the industry if it was only going to enrich 
the hordes of middlemen, and not enrich 
themselves. That was their attitude, and he 
did not blame them for it. The import- 
ance of co,operative production was mainly 
the application of science to industry ; and 
the importance of co-operative organisation 
was that the State could not do its work 
unless they were helped with the organisation 
of the business. 


CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING. 

Dealing with co-operative marketing, he 
said that one thing they used to tell the 
farmers in the earlier years was that thev 
should recognise that the modern market de- 
manded that food should be sent regularly in 
bulk of uniform quality. if it was not so 
consigned, these vast aggregations of people 
in manufacturing cities, and in London itself, 
would simply starve, because the food could 
not be distributed owing to the enormous 
cost of distribution. 

The work that the Society was engaged on 
was to put into the farmers’ hands as much 
of the fulfilment of these conditions of the 
modern market as was possible. He was not 
against’ middlemen in distribution, and was 
never in favour of the farmer marketing 
his produce to the ultimate consumer; but he 
did hold this: that every bédy of farmers 
must be so well organised at the producing 
end that if their éisc were not distributed 
efficiently and economically they could take 
over the business themselves. He did not 
go further than that; but that was absolutely 
essential. 

DOMINION PRODUCE. 

Two or three years ago the English Govern- 
ment provided a million pounds a year for 
encouraging the perchase of Dominion pro- 
duce, Immediately the National Farmers’ 
Union in England got up on its hind legs and 
asked where did they come in, and what right 
had the Government to encourage competi- 
tion with home uce? The difficulty was 
got over by the Government giving the same 
advantage to the home producer. They 
should remember that the Free State was a 
Dominion now, and one of the most impor- 
tant duties of the 1.4.0.8. was to see that 
whatever scheme was adopted for trying to 
get preferencé for Dominion and home pro- 
duce in their markets, which, of course, 
were in d, that Ireland got in, so to 
speak, on the ground floor. 

AIDS TO MARKETING. 

Much could be done to help marketing by 
getting into touch with the Empire Market- 
ing Board, and with the High Commissioner, 
and with the foundation that had been named 
after himself. Much also could be done in 
this way to “marry,” as he had heard it 
described, their summer contracts with the 
summer contracts of New Zealand, which 
ix butter in their winter. 

n that particular, he was glad to say that 
& trust, to which he had handed over his 
work, because he wanted it to go on after his 
time, would look after that matter to see 
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side; but they had not the suppórt wh 
they should have, and he was guite sure that 
he could promise them, on behalf of that 
Society, that as soon as they had revolu- 
tionised their industry they would establish 
a mutual, helpful co-operation between the 
central body of the voluntary movement and 
the Government, and that they would do the 
utmost to utilise the services of those who 
were going to work for the rural community 
in the higher matters of intellectual and 
social advancement, and because they had 
not the time or the opportunity to co-operate 
with them up to now, they should not think 
that they were neglecting them. 

Their formula: better farming, better busi- 
ness, was absolutely sound, and they meant 
to work it out until they had made Ireland 
the country of their promise. 


FEATURES OF SOCIETY’S 
WORK. 


GOVERNMENT’S EFFECTIVE 
ASSISTANCE. 

The Rev. T. A. Finlay said that there was 
new life within their organisation, and the 
help given by the Government and the help 
coming from that source had had a revivify- 
ing effect on the entire movement. They 
found a growing appreciation of the co- 
operative principle, and people were be- 
ginning to understand the n for co-opera- 
tion in agriculture, and were eager to 
possess all its advantages. They were effec- 
tively seconded by the Government. 

LEGISLATION. 

Referring to the recent ijegislation, Father 
Finlay said that the action of the Govern- 
ment was two-fold. In the first place, they 
were insisting by methods of law upon the 
honest conduct of business. Much of the 
legislation which had been passed, and more 
which was promised, aiméd primarily at pre- 
venting fraud, not only in the interest of the 
consumer, but also in the interests of the 
producer. 

Having referred to the way the farmers 
of Ireland had lost their markets to their 
foreign competitors, he said that for the 
positive help that the Government had given 
to farmers they could not be too grateful; 
and he thought that in the present Minister 
of Agriculture they had one who understood 
the agricultural problem. Furthermore, he 
understood the co-operative problem, and he 
had qualified himself for the functions of his 
position by an organised study of the 
problems with which he had to deal. 

GROWTH OF CREDIT SOCIETIES. 

Dr. H. Kennedy, Secretary, reporting on 
the work of the Society during the past ee 
years, said that the period towards the end4 
of 1924 was one of reorganisation and transi- 
tion, culminating when the State came to the 
assistance of the Society with a subsidy of 
£10,000, to be followed by four of £8,500. 
Two of the outstanding features of the work 
of the Society in the last year 
were the enormous growth of credit societies, 
iollowing upon the State assistance in that 
direction. As these stood at present 31 new 
societies had béen formed, and, with nine 
old societies, which had adopted the scheme, 
the total was 40, with a membership of 3,690. 
The amount of money lent was £60,000, in 
addition to local deposits amounting to half 
that amount. 

DAIRYING INDUSTRY. 

The Society had concértrated on the dairy- 
ing industry. There were three features of 
that problem which needed solution; one was 
the difficulty of getting creameries adequately 
and properly financed. They were all familiar 
with the disastrous situation of the butter 
trade last year, but it had one useful effect : 
i, turned the attention of the people towards 
reforming and re-organisitf¥ the industry and 
bringing it into line with other modern 
industries. To meet the situation caused by 
the banks an approach was made to the State, 
and met with a cordial response. Their staff 
was working at high pressure, and to-day 
they had about 40 districts endeavouring to 
organise, and it was probable that by the 
end of this season the greater part of these 
districts would be supplied hy creameries. 

The problem of reducing the chaos existing 
in the districts where proprietory and co: 
operative creameries were interwoven and 
interlinked without design had been success- 
fully done by the State, 

CREAMERIES. 

Referring to organised co-operative market- 
ing, “he said that the Society had held a 
number of conferences, and these meetings 
had given them encouragement to go ahead. 
Some 175 creameries had been circularised ; 
acceptances had been received from 156, 
refusals from four or five, and thirty had 
not replied, which was a gratifying responce 
to their efforts, 

The report was adopted. 

Sir Horace Plunkétt was re-elected Presi- 
dent, and the Rev. T. A, Finlay, 8.J., Vice- 
President. 

Mr. P. Moloney, who proposed their 7e 
election, said that Sir Horace had not spared 
his intellect, his time nor his money in the 
interests of the farmers, the artizans and the 
fishermen of the country for the last twenty- 
five years.

CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 
AND TRANSFERENCE. 


PRIME MINISTER'S 
STATEMENT. 


The position of Catholic schools under 
the Education Act of 1923 in Northern 
Ireland was. debaied in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday, on a motioz 
by Mr. Patrick O'Neill, to place schools 
which had not transferred under the 
Act in the similar position regarding 
grants. of public moneys that they were 
before the passing of the Act. 

The new conditions, he said, were not 
acceptable to schools under Catholic 
management, and under. no circumstances 
would Catholics allow their schools to be 
managed by anyone other than their own 


clergy. 

Lord Craigavon, in a statement on 
behalf of the Government, said that they 
had no intention of interfering with the 
Act or of bringing in an amending Act. 
He was adamant on the question. 

The motion was rejected by 24 votes 
to 6. 
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THE RESOLUTION. 
-— --@—-- -- 
MONETARY GRANTS. 

In accordance with notice, Mr. Patvick 
O’Neili moved that it was desirable to place 
schools which had not been, and would not 
be, transferred under the Education Act, 
1923, in a similar position, with respect to 
grants of public moneys, as they were prior 
to the passing of that Act. 

In support of his motion, he stated that he 
wanted to get a statement of the Government 
policy, particularly in view of their experi- 
enee of the working of the Act to date. 
Prior to the date of the passing of the Act, 
all schools in Northern Ireland had a grant 
for the building and general maintenance of 
the schools from the old National Board, 
which was. equivalent to two-thirds of the 
cost. The new conditions were not acceptable 
to schools under Catholic managemént, and 
consequently the grants were no longer avail- 
able for them. He would like to point out 
that under no circumstances would the 
Catholic people allow theit schools to be 
managed by anyone other than their clerey. 
It was well to make that position clear, be- 
cause statements to the contrary had been 
made without. foundation. Quite a large 
number of Protestant schools were similarly 
placed. , 

This Act had been passed in the first yea~ 
of the first session of the Northern Parlia- 
ment, and had not been discussed by any 
Catholic in the House, as they were not repre- 
sented in the House at the time. As proof 
of the unpopularity of the Act, he cited the 
fact that at to-day 914 per cent. of the 
schools were still untransferrad to the 
Education authorities. The fact that such 
a huge majority of the schools réfused to 
accept the Act was a strong reason for 
amending it in such a way as to meet the 
conscientious scruples of the management of 
these schools. 

NO FAULT WITH MANAGEMENT. 

Mr. MeAllister, in supporting, said that 
he wished it clearly understood that the 
motion was no reflection on the manner in 
which the present Education Act -vas 
administered. He had no fault to find with 
their management. He thought that the 
fact that 9) per cent. of the schools had not 
transferred showed that the Act had not been 
a success. 

These schools had been built by private 
funds. Were the people who built them to 
go on paying for them out of their own 
pockets, and, at the same time, to contribute 
to the erection and maintenance of schools 
to which they could not in conscience send 
their children? 

STATEMENT FOR MINISTRY. 

Robb, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Education, in reply, 
said that it was. not in accordance 
with the facts to say that prior to the passing 
of the Act all schools received a grant of two- 
thirds of the cost for the maintenance of the 
schools. The Commissioners for Education 
made no grants to such schools pace to the 
Act for maintenance, and the building grants 
were considerably restricted. It was also in- 
correct to say that Catholics would not allow 
their schools to be transferred. Several 
schools which hitherto were under Catholic 
maagement were now under the “four and 
two’ management.

Mr. Robb said that in the City of Belfast 
three large schools under Roman Catholic 
management, with “four and two” com- 
mittees, were being built, and they were 
receiving grants from public funds to the 
extent of £60,000, The mover of the motion 
said that only ninety schools had been trans- 
ferred and eighty placed under “four and 
two "’ committees, but there were in addition 
three hundred in course of transfer. 

REASONS FOR THE ACT. 

There were three main reasons for the 
Education Act in Northern Ireland. The tax- 
able position of the province was not suffi- 
cient to meet the increased demands for 
educational facilities without assistance from 
the rates. Another factor was the widespread 
dissatisfaction with the system of manage- 
ment of schools by single managers, and the 
only remedy for this was to place the control 
in the hands of local authorities. The third 
idea was to increase public interest in educa- 
tional matters, and there was undoubtedly a 
bow increase of public interest in Northern 
reland in all matters in relation to educa. 
tion. Prior to the Fducaton Act schools 
under the contro! of individual managers only 
received a small grant for heating and clean- 
ing. Now-they got half the actual cost of 
heating, cleaning and lighting. Schools under 
‘* four and two” committees also got in ad. 
dition half the cost of repairs and renewals 
ordinarily met from year to year prior to the 
war. The British Exchequer object to the 
payment of grants for building schools 
on the ground that in Great Britain such 
grants are made by local authorities. They 
agreed for a period of six years to continue 
such building grants, but on the outbreak of 
the war the grants stopped, and they were

THE TRANSFERS. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin contended that it was 
necessary to reconsider the educational posi- 
tion, because the Act had failed. It was the 
intention of the Act to transfer the schools 
from the managers to local education 
authorities, but only an infinitesimal number 
of schools had been transferred. The Pro- 
testant schools had not been transferred, no 
less than the Catholic schools. Personally he 
thought that the managers were perfectly 
right in trying to retain control over the 
schools. When Governments took little im 
terest in educational matters the clergymen 
built these schools and raised the money for 
the purpose, and they deserve every credit 
for doing so. Had it not been for the Clergy 
of all denominations there would not heve 
been any schools in many parts of Northern 
Ireland. 

Out oí a total oí over one million pounds 
spent upon education in Northern lreland only 
40,000 was raised by rates. The Roman 
Catholic section of the community were to be 
denied the privilege that they formerly en- 
joyed of having two-thirds of the cost of 
building schools, as provided by the old 
National Board, because this portion of the 
amount was paid from the rates. He con- 
tended that this withdrawal of the building 
grants imposed a religious disability con- 
trary to the Government of Ireland Act 
which established the Northern Parliament. 
Only 81 out of 2,000 schools had transferred 
to date, and that was sufficient proof that 
the general body of schoolls would sot 
transfer. Now it was proposed to victimise 
the children because the management woavl 
not allow the schools to be transferred. If 
these scuools satisfied the education tests 
applied to. the other schools—if the 
machinery, equipment, methods,-and teach- 
ing came up to the standard set by the 
Ministry, they should be placed in the same 
position as schools that had heen transferred. 
PRIME MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 
The Prime Minister said that during tlie 
whole time that he represented an Ulster 
constituency at Westminster there was a 
demand for a, democratic educational system, 
where the control would be in the hands of 
the people. The Tondonderry Act had 
achieved a considerable success. There had 
been no. discrimination between Protestant 
and Roman Catholic in the Act, If any 
attempt had been made to discriminate, it 
could not pass the eagle eye of those who 
are charged with the duty at Westminster 
of observing whether an Act passed by the 
Northern Parliament came within the ambit 
of their powers. He would like to point out 
that a strict scrutiny took place after the 
Northern Attorney-General certified that th. 
Act fell within the powers of the Northern 
Parliament by those in charge of the matter 

at Westminster. 

To continue the two-thirds education grants 
would scrap the principle of the whole Act, 
and would mean going back to the old state 
of affairs. They wanted local people to take 
an interest in tl:e education of their own 
children. The Regional Committees were 
doing their work well. Some of the new

Taking ot 
ears in ups of twos, an “ even ” 
ad 1994) followed by an odd (1925 Lane 
seems to be a tendency towards equilibrium, 
so that a medium or high figure is followed 
by a low figure. These facts may arise from 
seasonal conditions, disease. home demand, 
price change, or some other complicating 
factor disturbing the normal flow. Perhaps 
the most striking fact, however, is that 
there seems no necessary relation between 
the proportion of pigs that are exported in 
average years and the total of our other live 
stock exports. Thus, in the last year of the 
series, which had started with an export of 
278,381, we find the figure has dwin led to 
less than a quarter. 58.385; and whilst there 
was, of course, a general denudation of live 
stock in the concluding years of the decade, 
the total declension for all animals, instead 
of working out to over 70 per cent. (as in 
the case of pigs), is only about 30 per cent. 


Some Compensating Factors. 


With a decreasing pig export here, not, we 
may reasonably assume, compensated for in 
any appreciable degree by increased home 
consumption :f bacon or pork, and with a 
rapid and even spectacular increase in the 
pig production of Denmark, we can proceed to 
make references as to the near future. 
The figures for 1926, however, will show 
an increased from Ireland, too. 
Various factors should tend to bring up our 
figures, and not least amongst them we may 
include the impetus now being given to the 
creamery mass in which, to some extent, 
the skim-milk fed pig is a bye p:oduct. But 
with an agricultural slamp in Denmark and 
a big surplus of pigs, we may nct unnaturally 
anticipate increa competition facing us in 
Great Britein.. We think a little could be 
done to offset this by an increased demand by 
Irish consamers for Irish bacon, but only a 
little. That little, however, those who are 
dependent on their country’s cere ó for 
their own will do, if they are wise. Some- 
thing, too, has been done to help in the 
marketing of pork in Co. Cavan, where a good 

iness is done with Great Britain, and we 
believe the constituents of Mr. Baxter, T.D.. 
realise the practical value of the work he has 
done for them in this connection. 5S 
methods might be copied in districts suited to 
pork production, But such offsets are 
nece::arily small when the whole pig industry 
is considered as a national asset. At least 
one other factor is of significance, the grow- 
ing importance of co-operative marketing.

CO-OPERATION. 


PORK TRADE DEVELOPMENT. 
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Interesting developments may be expected 
as a result of the economic activities of the 
County Cork Farmers’ Association of the 
Irish Wareere’ Union. Without any depar- 
ture from the principles which guide the 
National Executive in its decisions, this 
branch of the Farmers’ Union has proved 
that a policy of ‘‘ business first” will do 
more to bring farmers together than any 
appeal. for political ascendancy. Since it 
started working on a distinctly co-operative 
basis the County Cork branch of the Farmers 
Union has made tremendous strides. The 
membership is now in the vicinity of 12,000, 
and applications for the establishment of dis- 
trict bheacháa are reaching Mr. Cussen, the 
County Secretary, daily. He had no fewer 
than six such letters on the occasion of my 
visit, and told me that, with his staff of eight 
assistants, he was kept extremely busy. 

This Association, Mr. Cussen informed me. 
is 90 per cent. co-operative. It works in 
harmony with the established co-operative 
societies as far as possible, especially in the 
sale of live stock. For the last two monthe 
some 30 head of fat cattle have been exported 
every week on behalf of the members, and 
arrangements have been made for a 
fortnightly sale of 500 store cattle at Banbury, 
Oxford. ese sales will start on 12th April. 
In addition, the Association is san en | an 
average of 600 pigs per week to Birminghar 
and 250 porkers to London. One effect of tne 

ig sales has been an increase of 200 per cent. 
in the pig population. This will ensure the 
maintenance of ‘supplies when the pork 
season is in full swing. 

Preparations are being made to cater for a 
very big fresh pork trade next autumn—the 
aim being the export of 2,500 porkers per 
week. In this connection the County Execu- 
tive is awaiting plans for the erection of an 
abattoir. There will, I understand, be no 
difficulty in raising the necessary capital for 
this project. 

By its efforts in buying for members the 
County Cork Association claims to have fixed 
a standard of prices for manures, feeding 
stuffs, and coals for farmers, which is said 
to be the lowest in the Irish Free State. 

With the object of. making the farmer 
acquainted with the state of the market a 
selling and buying list is compiled for publi- 
cation in every district of County Cork out- 
side the churches each Sunday. This enables

The Vicious Circle and Points of Lscape. 


When we turn. however, from national 
economics to the individual pig breeder, the 
situation is even more compiicated. The 
figures we have here quoted tend to show 
either that Irish farmers have grown very 
dubious of the value of pigs as a farm 
'erop ” or that our farming is wholly hap- 
hazard. Or perhaps it would be nearer the 
truth to say that the industry is depressed 
because of a haphazard element, und that this 
haphazard element further depresses it. That 
escape from this vicious circle, into 4 
‘‘ virtuous’ one, can be effected immediately 


that this part of our farming 
guite certain to continue, we think 
farmer, especially in those districts in which 
the creamery is or will shortly become an in- 
stitution, should seek for such an escape.

However this may be, it is 
essential that feeding, to be efficient, must he 
made a study of, and the elementary science 
of it must be mastered—no simple business 
for the average farmer. And such a study 
must, of course, consider the economic 
element. Carefully planned experiments ¢t 
the Swedish Agricultural Experiment Station 
ge to show that the consumption of food, and, 
of course, the related cost of feeding, can. be 
reduced over the whole period of a pig's 
development. But this involves a skilfully- 
planned dietary and a eupeptic pig, otherwise 
assimilation will not go on according to plan. 


The Near Outlook—And Beyond. 


These details, of course, are not offered 
either as specific advice or as the solution of 
a problem in which feeding is but one 
element, They are only hints as to finding 
a centre for a more virtuous § circle. 
Nor is the further fact, adduced by the 
Swedish experimenters, that the productivity 
of the Swedish Pork breed was virtually 
identical with that of the native Swedish 
farm pig, of more significance at this point in 
our argument than to illustrate the fact that 
the highly technical problems of breeding 
and feeding require the concentrated study.

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DOES.SUGAR BEET PAY? 
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WILL IT REPLACE BARLEY? 
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When available returns are examined aud 
compared with those from other crops, it will 
be seen that sugar beet pays the grower. ln 
order to take it up at all, Free State farmers 
had to be offered a very substantial induce- 
ment in the way of a guaranteed price. The 
yield per acre having proved unexpectedly 
large and the sugar content unusually high, 
growers have fared exceptionally well. As a 
direct result, there is expected to be a big 
increase in the acreage under sugar beet m 
Ireland this season. Une farmer on the south- 
eastern seaboard has decided to increase his 
area from seven to 30 acres; another intends 
to grow 55 acres of sugar beet against a total 
of 50 last year. These are but two of many 
similar examples due to the satisfactory finan- 
cal returns obtained from last year's crop. 
One farmer received £161 for the produce of 
four statute acres of sugar beet, an average 
of £40 per acre; another obtained £68 for 
two acres of sugar beet, or £54 per acre. 
In some cases, prices ranged down to about 
£27 per acre, bá even at that figure the 
return would be substantial, for “the cost of 
production works out at about. £18 10s. per 
acre, with the residual value of the tops and 
crowns as an additional asset. 


Cost of Production. 


la England the cost of producing an acre of 
4 8 best averages £16 5s. per statute acre, 
taking into account the residual value of the 
tops and crowns. but the yield per acre is 
smaller, amounting to about nine tons, 
whereas in Ireland, owing to the extra care 
Restowed on the crop by growers, the yield 
is 12 tons per acre. 

In view of the fact that almost 10,000 acres 
were under contract to grow sugar beet for 
the Carlow factory last year, the amount of 
mdney circulated towards the end of the 
season must have proved an immense boon to 
growers. It enabled many to meet liabilities 
that would otherwise cause anxiety, and 
proved to others, not only that the crop was 
a paying proposition, but that it could be 
fitted in with a suitable rotation. In that 
way, she cultivation of sugar beet might be 
used as an offset to barley in districts where 
barley has hitherto been regarded as the only 
possible catch crop. Barley will continue to 
be grown where conditions favour it, but by 
having sugar beet as a second string to 
their bow barley zr ‘ers will be less depen- 
dent on the ear’: «arket. and thus perhaps 
secure more ".uney. 


Where to Grow Sugar Beet. 


Except on light.e-oor or peaty soils, ex- 
cellent crops of sugar cau be grown after 
potatoes or root crops without farmyard 
manure, provided that the land is in fairly 
fond heart. It may also be grown on stubble. 
f beet follows a grain crop, a good dressing 
of farmyard manure becomes essential. If 
not spread broadcast and ploughed in during 
the winter, it may be spread in the drills pre- 
vious to sowing. 

At seeding time the following dressing of 
artificials should be applied per statute acre— 
4 cwt. superphosphate, 4 cwt. kainit, 1 cwt. 
sulphite of ammonia. 

The quantity of seed required is 16lb. per 
statute acre, or 26ib. per Irish acre, and 
sowing should not be made before the Ist 
May. Drills should not be more than 24 
inches wide. The plants should be singled by 
hand when about three inches high to about 
nine inches apart. Particular care should be 
given to the regular spacing of plants, only 
the strongest being left. If the drills are 20 
inches apart, the distance between the plants 
may be eleven inches. The beet results are 
obtained when the crop is horse hoed once a 
week during the summer months. The beet 
should be kept motlded up. and in so doing 
care should .be taken that the soil does not 
interfere with the leaves. 


By-Products. 


In connection with the by-products of the 
sugar factory, it may be suggested that some 
improvement could be made with regard to 
the waste lime intended for application to the 
land. As at present available, this is 
a pasty substance almost impossible to handle. 
One county instructor in agriculture has 
advised farmers to mix this lime with layers 
of clay; turn the mixture, and then apply 
as a ng dressing. Another suggestion, which 
might be carried out at the factory, is that 
waste lime be mixed with a certain amount 
of fresh-burnt lime, the product, partly dried, 
being then more likely to be suitable for 
direct application to the land. It would cer- 
tainly be a long way ahead of the pasty waste 
now offered for sale. Even if it costs some- 
thing more it will be worth the difference. 

The other by-products are invaluable for 
stock-feeding purposes, but sugar beet pulp 
has not so far been availed of to the extent 
that might be expected. This may he due to 
inexperience on the part of stock-feeders, who 
have hitherto relied on mangels and other 
crops for home-grown stock foods. 


About Barley. 


With regard to. malting barley, returns in 
recent years have not been encouraging. For 
the 1926 st the best price obtained was 17s. 
per barrel, but only a limited guantity was 
sold at this figure. Most of the crop was sold 
at 14s. and 15s. per barrel, and many lots 
of good malting barley were sold at 12s. to 
13s. At the latter prices considerable lots 
were bought for feeding purposes. Experience 
has shown that 9) cwts. of barley are equal 
to 10 cwts. maize as food for pigs, and at 
resent prices barle is cheaper to feed. 

rley-fed pork and bacon is of better 
quality than that fed on maize. Consequently, 
its more general use would he. of great value 
to the pig-breeding industry.

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HEAVIER CROPS IN THE 
NORTH. 


In Northern Ireland last year the yield of 
every crop was above the average of the ten 
years’ period 1916-1925. In the case of all 
crops, except barley and potatoes, the yield 
and estimated total produce were higher than 
in 1925, 

The area under wheat in 1926 was two- 
thirds greater than in 1925, the acreage in- 
creasing from 3,639 acres to 6,105 acres. The 
crop showed a vigorous growth, and the high 
.verage yield of 19.9 cwt. was obtained, 
nearly a cwt. more than in 1925, and the 
highest yield recorded in Northern Ireland 
since 1905. 

“here was a decrease of a little less than 
two thousand acres in the area under oats in 
1926 as compared with 1925, but the total pro- 
duction owas 5,854,708 ecwt. as against 
5,476,670 cwt., due to an increase of 1.5 per 
statute acre in the estimated average yield, 
which, at 18.3 cwt., was the highest ever re- 
corded in Northern Ireland. k 

The area under barley decreased by over 
28 per cent. in 1926, and only 1,659 acres 
were under this crop last vear as compared 
with 3,703 acres in 1914. The yield of 18.6 
cwt. was over half a cwt. lower than in 1925. 
but well above the average yield of the 
decennial period 1916 to 1925, which was 17.2 
ewt. 

The total area cropped for hay in 1926 
was neariv six thousand acres greater than 
in 1925, due to increases of over six thou- 
sand acres and over four thousand acres re- 
spectively, in the areas under permanent 
meadow and 2nd and 3rd years’ hay, which 
offset a decrease of nearly five thousand 
acres in the area of Ist year's hay. 

A small decrease of 1,315 acres occurred in 
the area under potatoes in 1926. The esti- 
mated average yield was 7.0 tons per statute 
acre, and more than half a ton less than in 
1925, when the crop averaged 7.6 tons per 
acre, but well above the decennial average 
for 1916-1925, which was 5.7 tons. 

The acreage under turnips in 1926 was 538 
acres less than in 1925, but the estimated 
total production increased by 17,250 tons, 
due to an increase in the average yield per 
statute acre from 18.5 tons in 1925 to 19.1 
tons last year, when the yield was the 
highest since 1908. The total crop raised 
was the largest since 1921. 

An increase of 239 acres, or almost 25 per 
eet., occurred in the area under mangels in 
1926, while the average yield also increased 
frcm 16.6 tons in 1925 to 18,9 tons last year. 

For very inany years past the average yield 
of the flax crop has been low. “In 1926 a 
much better crop was obtained, averaging 
51.6 stones per statute acre, the highest yield 
since 1913, and 6.8 stones above the average 


yield in 1925, 


POULTRY KEEPING FOR 
FARMERS.

If poultry-keeping is to be made a profit- 
able branch of farming, attention should be 
given to the importance of early hatching. 
Heavy breeds such as Wyandotte, Rhode 
Island Red, ete., should be hatched in 
February and March; and light breeds, such 
as Leghorn and Minorca, in April, so as to 
have the pullets beginning to lay by the Ist 
of October. Proper methods of management 
are essential. Pullets of good laying strains 
usually commence to lay when six to’ seven 
months old. Most of the winter eggs are 
produced by pullets, and at least a third of 
the stock should be replaced by pullets 
annually. As a layer, a hen over two and a 
half years old does not usually pay for her 
keep. 

The proct from fowl could he greatly in- 
creased if they were properly housed. Not 
only should the house be roomy, but it should 
be cleaned daily and littered with clean straw, 
chaff. or peat moss. The chief points in 
regard to feeding are—Give good, nourishing 
food, give variety, a mixture instead of one: 
mix cabbages, turnips and mangels with the 
food to promote the health of the birds and 
cheapen the food bill. In winter give some 
animal food, such as fish meal or meat meal. 
If fish meal is used, a reliable brand should 


should be given to every 35 hens. 


Through the efforts of the Very Rev. C. J. 
McNamara, P.P., a big development in 
poultry-keeping and marketing is being made 
in the district of Castlecomer, Co. Kilkenny. 
During the past fortnight the public have 
shown their appreciation of the scheme by 
‘heir attendance at the lectures of the capable 
Poultry Instructress, Miss E. M. Hackett. 
That the interest taken in the subject is wide- 


spread is shown by the large number of men 
amongst those present at each lecture. 
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THE USE OF SCRUB BULLS. 


While the licensing of bulls under ihe Live 

Stock Breeding Act is undoubtedly producing 
good results, the type of heifers kept for 
breeding purposes is equally important. In 
this connection Mr. John Moore, Instructor 
in Agriculture for Westmeath, alludes to the 
number of cross-bred animals to be seen show- 
ing: the characters of three or more distinct 
breeds. This state of affairs, he says, is due 
to the indiscrimnate mating of the Hereford. 
Aberdeen Angus, Shorthorn, and sometimes 
the Kerry, lád in many cases the heifers from 
these crosses are again used as breeding 
s ck. The Hereford is, of course, largely 
used for crossing in this county, and so is the 
Aberdeen Angus. As a rule, when crossed 
with the Shorthorn, they produce a useful 
type of beast, although heifers of the Here- 
ford type are often very weedy. The practice 
of breeding from heifers the progeny of the 
crosses mentioned is mainly responsible for 
the varied types of cattle which are exhibited 
at our fairs and markets of two-day. If we 
are to hold our own against foreign competi- 
tion the aim of every farmer should be te 
have all his cattle of the one type, and this 
ca.. only be done by not crossing beyond the 
first generation. 
Many farmers say that these cross breds 
sell well at an early stage,” but they are 
dearly got if their indiscriminate production 
involves the extermination of the Shorthorn 
type of cow, the animal which should form 
the foundation of breeding stock of the +o) 
try, and if these present methods of breed. 
ing are persisted in a decent dairy cow will 
soon be a thing of the past in many districts 
in the county. 

A complete change of practice and policy 
is iraperatively needed. |! would suggest that 
in future when premiums are being awarded 
by the County Committees of Agriculture to 
prospective Owners, it should be made a rule 
to have a certain fixed percentage of the pre- 
miums given only to those who are willing to 
keep Shorthorn bulls. 

lí the present policy of leaving all to. the 
discretion of the premium holder, as to what 
breed he should perehase, is persisted in, we 
will have nothing in the county but Hereford. 
Aberdeen Angus-Shorthorn crosses—in other 
words, we will have a nondescript breed, the 
genealogy of which could scarcely be de- 
scribed by the most enthusiastic student of 
ecgenics.

STRENGTH OF THE FORCE. 


— 
PAY AND CONDITIONS 
OF TRAINING, 


—_ 


The Irish Free State Army Reserve 
(particulars of which have been given in 
the Irish Times) formally will come into 
existence to-morrow. 

Provision is made in the current 
estimates for the maintenance of a force of 
2,400 non-commissioned officers and men. 
It is not expected, however, that this 
establishment will be reached during the 
year, but it is probable that im two or 
three years the Reserve Force will be con- 
siderably increased as “time serving” 
soldiers become “ time expired.” 

No reserye of officers has yet. been pro- 
vided ‘for, and the annual training of the 
Reserve men for the present will be 
directed by regular officers of the Army. 

Serving soldiers will automatically join the 
Reserve as their period of service with the 
Regular Army expires. The terms of enlist- 
ment at present are: — 

Infantry—Up to three years in 
service and six years in the Reserve. 

Ail other Corps—Up to five years in Army 
service and seven years in the Reserve. 

Army School of Music—Twelve years in 
Army service only, i ; 

Thus, when a soldier completes his period 
of Regular Army service, he is automatically 
transferred to the Reserve. 

THE TRAINING. 

The Defence Forces Act, 1923, provides for 
the training, for a pos not exceeding thirty 
days annualiy, of every non-commissioned 
officer and man in the Reserve, and during 
this period pay will be issued to reservists 
at the rates paid (according to the rank held) 
te serving soldiers. Reservists will also ie: 
ceive a “bounty,” which will be fixed, it °s 
understood, at yd. per day during the remain- 
ing days of the year. These and other details 
connected with the Reserve are fixed in the 
scheme which has received the sanction of 
the Executive Council. poh 

The period of annual training has been 
fixed at twenty-one days. Every non-comms- 
sioned officer and man called up for training 
may be attached to and trained with a unt 
of the Regular Army. Marriage allowance at 
3s. 6d. per day will be paid to reservists 
auring the training period, and health 
insurance will also be paid. The estimate 
for the Army Reserve, 1927-1928, amounts to 
£20,802.

PROFESSOR SAVORY’S LECTURE, 

Yesterdav at 40 Harcourt street, Dublin, 
Professor Savory, of Queen’s University, Bel- 
fast, gave a most interesting lecture to the 
Dublin French Society on Edmond Rostand. 
He showed how this famous dramatist, essen- 
tially romantic and in complete reaction from 
naturalisme, had inspired the whole nation. 
Rostand, by his message of courage and hope, 
by his dreams and his idealism, ranks as the 
leader of the young generation which, replac- 
ing that crushed by the war of 1870, was 
finally to lead France to victory in that of 


In his best known play, “‘Cyrano de 
Bergerac,” he glorifies self-sacrifice, and 
Cyrano, whose enormous nose precludes the 
possibility of hig finding favour in the eves 
of his lady, exerts himself to further his 
rival’s suit. 

Rostand suffered much at the hands of his 
critics, and in ‘‘ Chanticleer’’ he dramatises 
his martyrdom as a poet. 

Silent during the years of the war, this 
great writer went out to watch the rejoicings 
in the streets of Paris on Armistice Day, 1918. 
On December 2nd. as a result of a chill 
caught that day, France lost one of her most 
brilliant sons.

IRELAND’S DEAR MONEY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISTE TIMES 

Srn,—Will any one of your readers be kind 
enough to explain how it comes about that 
the Bank rate in Ireland for accommodation 
is one per cent, higher than that of the banks 
in England? The Dublin rate is 6 per cent. 
against London's 5 per cent. When we look, 
on the other hand, at the rates allowed for 
deposit money, we find the English rate is 
higher and the Irish lower—-namely, England 
ó per cent. against the Irish 24 per cent. 
The Irish money lying on deposit in Irish 
banks amounts to one hundred and seventy- 
eight millions. One-half per cent. on this 
large sum works out to about £900,000. If 
this Irish money were deposited in England 
direct, depositors would be richer by £900,000 
per annum, There is another aspect to this 
business: large blocks ef Irish money are lent 
at 5 per cent. in London, whereas the 
borrower here has to pay more for his own 
money, should he require it. 

It is equally clear that dear money handi- 
caps enterprises of all kinds to such an extent 
that one may safely attribute to it the com- 
perative absence of Irish industries. With 
cheap money, on the other hand, Irishmen 
would be in a better position to compete’ with 
other countries all along the line. The cost 
of living in the Free State is considerably 
more than it is in England. Our dear money 
is an important factor, and to a large extent 
is responsible ior the terrible less of 30,000 of 
our best men and women who leave Ireland 
every year for the United States of America, 
in heu of finding remunerative employment 
in their own country. 

What I would suggest is that the banks tn 
Ireland should seriously reconsider their pre- 
sent attitude of allowing less to Irish de- 
positors and charging more to Irish borrowers, 
and thereby should give a real chance to 
those who believe that to the absence of cheap 
money, such as is enjoyed across the water, 
can be traced many of the difficulties that beset 
the Free State and. its industries at the 
present. time.— Yours, etc.,

“The larger and medium-sized towns will, of 
course, themselves arrange for their power 
distribution and will be wholesale consumers 
from the point of view of the State supply. 
It should be remarked that the State supply 
and the development of the Shannon scheme 
will by no means involve the dismantling of 
the organisations existing in these towns, with 
the exception, perhaps, of a small proportion 
of the operating staff. On the contrary, the 
increasing consumption will accelerate the 
growth of these municipal organisations.’ 
Their recommendation is quite clear, Exist- 
ing undertakings, where already found 
efficient for local needs, should be encouraged 
in every way to extend their business and 
thus give additional help to the Shannon 
scheme. The Shannon Board will have quite 
sufficient work in hands if they are to carry 
out, the promises of the Government to bring 
an ample and cheap supply of electricity to 
every part of the - ho State.—Yours, etc., 
Mary 8.

Then 
at the first dawn of light he is seeking the 
dew-worms, and during the day -perambulat- 
ing the fields and wandering by. the side of 
the hedges, and remaining out searching for 
food quite’ in the dark, and #@®turning to his 
roost long after the usual period for retiring ; 
and, having fed his hrood, himself exhausted 
and starved, falling from the nest dead under 
the trees,, and others—the only birds with 
regard to which we have proved this—taking 
to the broods and feeding them as well as 
they can. 

“This bird, with all his, interesting 
qualities, is also a useful one—one of the 
farmer’s best friends. Some corn seeds, but 
not many, are occasionally found in his craw; 
the newly planted potatoes enffer to a certain 
degree in his eagerness to get at the grubs 
with which they are infested. That the food 
of this bird is the insect, and not the corn. 
may be easily ascertained. Go into the field 
in which the ploughman and sower are both 
at work. Plenty of rocks will generally be 
found there, but it is the ploughiman on whom 
they attend, and not one particle of the seed 
is stolen. 3 ' 

“Time passes on. and the young rooks 
begin to be able to sit upon the edge of their 
nests, and they soon wander to the neighborr- 
ing boughs; and then a parcel of cowardly 
fellows congregate together under the trees 
and shoot as many of them as they can, 
while the poor old birds are darting about 
and expressing their grief and soliciting 
mercy, True, the young rooks are said to be 
destroyed for food. A portion of them are 
thus used, but that is not the object of the 
sportsman. It is murder on the greatest 
scale on which he can effect it—the murder 
of one of the most useful birds that our 
country contains, and that murder committed 
in view of the parent, and at the period at 
which the parental affection is mest intense,”

Nurse Margaret Maguire gave evidence 
that when passing through Quinn's yard she 
heard Mrs. Quinn talking londly, but she 
could not tell what Mrs. Quinn was saying. 

Sergeant O’Brien questioned the witness 
about a signed statement, in which she 
stated: “I heard both of them scolding— 
Mrs. Quinn and ‘* Paddy —and talking 
loudly,” 

The witness emphatically denied that she 
made this statement, and said that she did 
not hear that read from the statement belore 
signing it, ,

As a result of information which he re- 
ceived iast Friday, he went to the shop at 
8 o'clock and concealed himself there, He 
saw Clare and another employé {not in 
custody) enter a room. This man handed | 
Clare a bottle of port wine. . Clare 
took it and asked the. mun to have a drink. 
Clare was taking a drink from the bottle 
when the witness called out to him,:‘‘ Hold 
that bottle in your hand.” One of the men 
ran to the lavatory and locked the door. The 
two men were dismissed immediately. 

The total deficiency for the past six months 
wae about in wine alone it was about 
£160 or £180 

James Hussey, contractor, 10 Upper 
Ormond quay, said that he had been doing 
repairs. in Mr. Newman's shop during the 
past two months. About three weeks ago 
Long came to him and showed him a lot of 
money, which he said he had made by 

vilfering while assisting in the fruit, market, 
ong did that several times. The witness 
told him that. it was wrong to do such a 
thing, and Long replied that Newman did 
not “ half pay ” him, and he would have to 
make up ‘is wages in some way.

CASE OF A DEPUTY. 
——-b—— on 
WORDS IN A SPEECH AT 
DUNGLOE., 

Peadar O'Donnell, Republican T.D. for 
County Donegal, was charged on remand with 
having, on various dates between the 17th 
September, 1926, and the &th October, 1926, 
incited divers persons; being registered 
owners of lands registered under the Local 
Registration of Titles (Ireland) Act, 1891, and 
subject to the payment of annuities to the 
Land Commission, to refuse to pay such 
amounts as were lawfully due by them to 
the Land Commission. 

Mr. O'Donnell is a newspaper editor, and 
while the case was being heard a number 
of prominent’ members of the Republican 
Party. were present in court, ineluding Mrs. 
Sheehy Skeltington, Madame Maud Gonne 
MacBride, Mrs. Despard, etc. 

Guard James McKenna, Dungioe, said that 
Mr. O'Donnell attended a meeting there, and 
the witness heard him tell the people to pay 
no rent. As the witness and another Guatd 
approached, Mr, O'Donnell, who was talking 
from a wall,.came down, and the meeting 
dispersed. a 

Mr. O'Donnell said that, while he was 
not pleading, he was “anxions that what he 
had said should be stated just as he said 
it. He stated that he urged people who 
were starving not to pay rent. 

Mr. O'Donnell referred to the removal of 
a poster which announced the meeting, and, 
when the Guard said that he did not take it, 
went on to say that Guard McKonna had 
not stated the notice as it was written. 

Guard McKenna, in answer to the Justice, 
said: that it was possible that something 
might have been said about the class of 
people who were not to pay rent, but as 
he and the other Guard were approaching 
they heard only the other statement. 

In reply to the Justice, Mr. O’Donnell said 
that that would meet his purpose. 

STARVING FARMERS. 

Mr. O'Donnell then declared that he 
urged people who were starving not to pay 
the rent. He knew families, who,, from. the 
time the crops were put down until they 
were lifted, had to live on Indian porridge. 
and had to use sugar and water as a sub- 
stitute for milk, 

At this stage Mr. O'Flaherty said that he 
did .not see that this had any bearing on 
the case at the present. If Mr. O'Donnell 
had a statement to make he could do so 
when the case was closed. He did not pro- 
pose to take any further evidence at pre- 
sent, and asked for an adjournment. 

Mr. O'Donnell said that his position in 
the whole matter was that. he was not re- 
cognising the Court, and he could not give 
an undertaking that he would turn up on 
the remand. 

The defendant was remanded until Satur- 
day, and was escorted from the dock by the

Chaos in China, 

After the hectic experiences of the last 
few weeks there seems to be a lull in 
Chinese affairs, and the situation in 
Shanghai is settling down to a condition 
of deadlock. Along the valley of the 
Yangtse River, however, the position of 
foreigners is becoming untenable. Orders 
have been issued for the evacuation of all 
British subjects from the towns of 
Chungking, Ichang, Kiukiang and 
Changsha, where Cantonese mobs have 
been guilty of the most violent excesses; 
and even in Hankow, in which the safety 
of Britons is “‘ guaranteed ” by the Chen 
O'Malley pact, the menace is so great 
that the whole British population is with- 
drawing as quickly as may be. To all 
intents and purposes the trade of the 
Yangtse-Kiang is at an end. In 
Changsha, the centre of the Chinese silk 
industry, matters have reached such a 
that British bluejackets have 
forced to take action against 
the. Chinese mob. The life of no 
foreigner is safe in Changsha now, 
and the trade of one of the wealthiest 
cities in China is paralysed. Shanghai 
to-day is the only place in Central China 
where foreigners are comparatively safe. 
Refugees from all parts of the country— 
missionaries, traders, officials, men, 
women and children—are swarming into 
the International Settlement every day, 
and the British Defence Force is virtually 
the only safeguard of British, American, 
Japanese, French and other foreign 
nationals against the worst perils. But for 
the foresight of His Majesty’s Government 
in the dispatch of troops to China, one of 
the most appalling massacres in history 
might have occurred. 

The Cantonese soldiery is completely out 
of hand. General Chiang Kai-shek, who 
nominally is in control of the Southern 
forces, has little or no authority over his 
motley following, and, like Mr. Eugene 
Chen, he is being elbowed out of the way 
by the extremists, It is quite certain now 
that the terrible outrages at Nanking were 
planned and carried out deliberately by 
Cantonese troops. Sworn statements by 
trustworthy witnesses detlare that the 
looting was conducted under orders and 
that the Cantonese soldiers were 
marshalled and withdrawn by bugle calls. 
The whole business was a devilish plot to 
exterminate the foreigners; and, if the 
British naval. authorities had not decided 
to shell the city, we cannot doubt that there 
would have been a frightful sequel to the 
attack on t&e British Consulate. In the 
House of Commons yesterday Sir Austen 
Chamberlain made a careful analysis of 
the Chinese situation. He refused to 
commit himself concerning future policy ; 
but it is evident that his Government takes | 
a grave view of recent events. The British 
Minister at Peking is in almost con- 
tinuous conference with his American, 
Japanese and French colleagues. For the 
moment the danger of further outrages has 
been averted ; but the British Government 
is taking no risks. It has requested the

restive. Americans and Japanese alike are 


at Shanghai, and the Washington Govern- 
ment is beginning to realise that it will 
lose prestige with its own citizens if it 
shirks the responsibility of definite action. 
Japan is in a different case. She is play- 
ing her own game, and will not intervene 
until the struggle between the Cantonese 
and the Northern forces has been de- 
cided. Baron Sidehara, the Japanese 
Foreign Minister, has stated that for the 
present: his Government proposes to rely 
on diplomatic action, and, undoubtedly, 
from the British point of view, this course 
is most desirable. Diplomatic action, how- 
ever, is possible only when one Govern- 
ment can deal with another. Who can 
speak for China to-day? The Peking 
Government is a farce. It represents 
nothing, and its signature is not worth the 
paper on which it is written. The 
Cantonese Government is equally worth- 
less. Mr. Eugene Chen, who enjoyed a 
brief spell of power, has no authority now, 
and General Chiang Kai-shek cannot 
depend for an hour on the loyalty of his 
marauding forces. If there is any com- 
petent authority in China to-day, it is 
Jacob Borodin, the Bolshevist envoy, who 
seems to have all the native leaders under 


Í his thumb. Clearly “ diplomatic action,”’ 


with such a man in control of affairs, is 
impossible. In the circumstances, the 
only feasible policy is that which Britain 
has adopted. Shanghai must be held at 
all costs. For the rest, nothing can be 
done until the problem of China’s Govern- 
ment has been solved. 


Better Business. 


The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society yester- 
day was the most cheering meeting of the 


for many a year. Sir Horace Plunkett 
reviewed the struggles of the Society since 
its foundation @y a few men of faith more 
than three decades ago. For years 
it preached to heedless or prejudiced 
vain. Co-operative enter- 
prises were founded, often only to 
fail, and often controversy raged 
around the leaders of the movement. 
The ‘ profiteering” of the war years and 
the plentiful circulation of money com- 
bined to stimulate a sudden growth of 
co-operation, but in the economic depres- 
sion that followed many a society went 
down. Co-operators seemed in the last 
few years to be utterly discouraged. To- 
day, however, a great co-operative revival 
is evident. Two of the three men—Sir 
Horace Plunkett, the Reverend T. A. 
Finlay and Mr. R. A. Anderson—who have 
carried the weight of the co-operative 
cause through good years and bad were 
able yesterday to speak of victory; for 
the past year has seen agricultural co- 
operation adopted virtually as the recog- 
nised national policy of the Free State. 
The measure introduced by Mr, Hogan, 
Minister for Lands and Agriculture, 
organising on a co-operative basis the 
entire production and export of dairy 
produce from the Free State marks the 
triumph of the co-operative idea. ,t has 
been said aptly that every great conception 
must be preached for the lifetime of a 
generation before it is received. It has 
been so with agricultural co-operation in 
During every year in which 
it bas 


ears in 


Ireland. 
co-operation has been preached 
conquered the approval of new minds. 
Its very failures have strengthened 
its case; for they have served 
to demonstrate the possibilities and 
to prove the need for stricter loyalty, 
sounder efficiency, in the conduct of 
societies. Thirty years ago co-operation 
was to the average Irish farmer an 
academic theory. To-day it is recognised 
throughout the intelligent agricultural 
population as the scientific method of 
production and marketing. It has estab- 
lished a peculiar prestige. When, there- 
fore, a young Minister addressed himself 
to the solution of the agricultural problem 
it was inevitable that he should resort to 
the co-operative remedy. There was, in 
Sir Horace Plunkett's address yesterday, 
a warning. State assistance to agri- 
culture, he said, must be given, in order to 
supplement organised self-help, but in no 
wise to be a substitute for it. Unless that 
principle were observed, farmers would be 
unworthy of the State’s assistance, rnd it 
would demoralise rather than help them.

Cruelty to Birds. 


Yesterday Dail Eireann rejected, by 
forty votes against twenty-two, the second 
reading of the Wild Birds Protection 
(Amendment) Bill; which the Senate had 
passed through all its stages. This 
decision puts much discredit on the Dail’s 
head and heart. The bill raised no con- 
troversial issues—such as the services with 
which the rook repays his toll of crops— 
and was not concerned with the piscine 
depredations of gulls or cormorants. —It 
was designed merely to prevent two forms 
of cruelty to small and harmless birds, in 
emulation of the Act which the Imperial 
Parliament passed two years ago. The 
first clause of the bill prohibited the use 
of fettered or blinded birds as decoys for 
the catching of other birds, and prohibited 
the use of birdlime for the same purpose. 
The second clause was directed against the

Primitive Insurance. 


A District Justice who heard a case at 
Monaghan respecting the a!leged larceny 
of a bicycle was puzzled when he heard 
that the lamp “ had been played on the 
cards.’’ The idiom, however, describes a 
custom common enough in parts of the 
countryside. A man buys, lor example, a 
pair of boots at the fair. When on the 
tollowing Sunday he tries to wear them 
he finds that they will not fit his feet, 
and, accordingly, he decides “ to put them 
on the cards.” He issues a general in- 
vitation to the parish, and neighbours 
assemble on the appointed night, paying 
a shilling apiece, to compete at card play, 
with the offending footwear as the prize. 
The original purchaser realises, perhaps, 
an actual profit on his outlay, although 
he must provide refreshments as well as 
the prize; and some skilled player goes 
home regaled, and with a pair of boots 
under his arm that are his for a 
twentieth or a thirtieth of their market 
value. Here we have a primitive system 
of insurance against petty losses that adds 
not a little to the social amenities of 
humble life. The sporting instinct is 
harnessed to utilitarian purposes. Where 
larger losses are concerned, the love of 
the dance comes to the rescue. The 
jolliest event of the social year in many a 
quiet parish may be the dance organised 
to succour a poor woman who has lost 
her cow. There is charity in the country- 
side, however, that needs no stimulus of 
card play or dance. Who has not seen a 
sufferer with a little account book, in 
which a clergyman’s recommendation 
heads the first page, going from door to 
door, and turned away from none without 
n contribution to the fund that means a 
fresh start in life? 


YET ANOTHER PACT. 
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REPUBLICANS AND THE 
ELECTIONS. 


From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Yet another election pact is in the offing. 
The Left and Right wings of the Republican 
Party are finding it possible to sink their 
differences in a mutual recognition of the fact 
that a General Election ig at hand, and that the 
overthrow of the present administration can 
be attained now, or not all. ‘‘ Conversations ”’ 
designed to produce proposals for a working 
agseement between the two wings have been 
in progress for many months, and it is virtu- 
ally certain that for election purposes, at any 
rate, a united front will be presented.

Refe- 
rence was made in these columns some days 
ago to the probability of co-operation be- 
tween ib and Fianna Fail, but it is beyond 
reasonable doubt that the more important 
agreement is that proposed between Fianna 
Fail and Sinn Fein, which is the Left wing 
of the Republican organisation. Directly or 
indirectly, Clann ireann has been a 
paces in the “conversations ” of the 
ast few months, but while welcoming any- 
thing in the nature of a three-party pact for 
election purpeses—for the “consolidation of 
the forces of nationalism ’’—it has firmly de- 
clined to have the presence of its members 
in the Dail made contingent on the abolition 
of theoath. By those who have been exerting 
themselves to secure a working arrangement 
between the three parties, however, it is 
being impressed on the respective leaders that 
the plain and immediate issue now is National- 
ism versus Imperialism. ‘* Put out the Govern- 
ment and the rest will be easy, is the plea 
of the coalition makers, and it is becoming 
apparent that heed has been taken of the 
exhortation. 

LABOUR'S APPEAL. 

Following a recent conference between the 
Executive Council of the Irish Labour Party 
and Trades Union Congress, Labour deputies 
and senators, and prospective candidates in 
the forthcoming election, the Labour Party 
has made an appeal for £10,000. The appeal 
is addressed, firstly, to the members of local 
Labour parties and trade unions, and, 
secondly, on individual and general grounds, 
to the public. Mention is made of a prevalent 
impression that the party has ample resources 
for its election campaign, but it is declared 
that there “is no ihe ow of foundation for 
this’; in fact, the party is “handicapped by 
empty coffers.’’ The smaller constituencies, 
it 1s pointed out, cannot be contested for less 
than about £300, while the larger ones cost 
double that sum. The party has arranged to 
contest every constituency in the Free State.

ENCOURAGEMENT OF RURAL 
INDUSTRIES. 


From OUR PArttaMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WHST MINSTER, Wednesday. 

The most interesting point about the ques- 
tion hour in the House of Commons thi 
afternoon was the situation in China, A long 
statement by Sir Austen Chamberlain, on 
Nanking, was heard with unconcealed indig- 
nation, and many members learned for the 
first time details revealing Chinese savagery 
that. shocked them. ' 

Bills of minor importance afterwards occu- 
pied the attention of the House. Mr. Amery 
submitted the Pacific Cable Bill, which he 
described as non-controversial, and which 
simply embodied , an agreement arrived at 
during the Imperial Conference for, among 
other matters, the distribution of profits be- 
tween the various Governments concerned. 
He asserted, however, that the main object 
of ‘the Pacific Cable Board was service, and 
not profits, and closer bee among the 
Governments of the British Empire. — 

Mr. Sidney Webb considered that if there 
was any credit due in regard to this bill it 
was due to Mr, J.. H. Thomas, who had 
worked out a provisional agreement whilst 
he was at the Colonial e. Both Mr. 
Kirkwood and Mr. Maxton criticised the 
salary of £1,000 which was to be paid to the 
Chairman of the Board, but the Colonial 
Secretary said that it was no more’ than 
would enable them to secure an efficient man. 

The bill was read a second time. 

CROWN LANDS. 

The second reading of the Crown Lands 
Bill was moved by Mr. Walter Guinness. The 
bill is designed to bring the existing law 
affecting Crown Lands into mong i with 
reeent changes brought about by the Law of 
Property Act. It was criticised by the 
Secttish Labour members at considerable 
length, and Mr. David Kirkwood ‘saw in it 
another attempt to steal land from the 
people of Scotland: The hon, member and 
his friends. did thei. best to prevent the 
measure from going through, but the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture frustrated the attempt by 
moving the closure, which was carried by 236 
votes to 123, and after another division the 
bill was read a second time. 

RURAL INDUSTRIES. | 

The condition of rural industries was 
raised by General Clifton Brown, who moved 
a resolution urging the Government to foster 
the development of village life and indus- 
tries, and to- promote good acne 363396 in 
agriculture. He was one of several members 
who deplored the drift. of the population 
from the countryside to the towns, but there 
was a wide divergence of opinion as to the 
best methods of combating it. 

Labour members saw the solution to the 
problem in an increase of wages, which would 
afford land workers a decent living, but they 
despaired of this so long as the soil remained 
the property of a comparatively small number 
of people. Sir George Courthorpe, a staunch 
Conservative, and an expert in agricultural 
matters, pointed to the-need for more stable 
prices for country produce. Failing that he 
did not see how wages could be increased. 

Mr. Noel Buxton, speaking as an ex- 
Minister of Agriculture, suggested that the 
Socialists believed that the only effective 
remedy for the existing conditions lay in the 
nationalisation of the land. He frankly con- 
fessed that he did not expect any Conserva- 
tive Government to agree to such a drastic 
revolution, and he, therefore, as an aiterna- 
tive, suggested the setting up of a special 
‘Village Welfare’ Department at the 
Ministry. 

Mr. Guinness expressed his entire sym- 
pathy with the object in view, but said that 
the real problem confronting rural indus- 
tries was the difficulty of finding markets. 
He promised to give considération to the 
various suggestions which had been made. 

The House then agreed to the motion. 

INDIAN AFFAIRS, 

The position .in India was reviewed’ at 
great length by Lord Birkenhead in the 
House of Lords, and on the whole the state- 
ment was considered sufficiently satisfactory 
to lead Lord Olivier to withdraw his motion 
asking for papers. 

Though, said Lord Birkenhead, the posi- 
tion lacked stability, there was more of that 
co-operation between British and Indians 
which was indispensable to enable the best 
minds of both races to work out the problem 
confronting them. Finances were hopeful, 
and for the fourth year in succession the 
revised estimates showed a substantial sur- 
plus, as want of money had hitherto been 
the greatest hindrance in the way of carry- 
ing out reforms. Indian Ministers. would. 
now have wider opportunities to administer 
more liberally the departments under their 
charge.

Votes for Women. . 


The Cabinet devoted some time to the 
consideration of the extension of the 
franchise to women, a matter which the 
Prime Minister is to expound to the House 
of Commons before Easter. The impres- 
sion that the Government will reduce the 
voting age from thirty to twenty-five is 
not so strong as it ‘was; for it is held 
that such a compromise would not silence 
the agitation for equal rights, and it is 
now thought likely that the Prime 
Minister will announce the intention of 
granting votes.for women at the age of 
twenty-one on the same terms as men. 


Hankow. 


The abject failure of the Hankow agree- 
ment is now apparent; for the conditions 
in that city are impossible for Europeans, 
and the few remaining foreigners will have 
to leave before long. Mr. Eugene Chen, 
the Cantonese Foreign Minister, .is said 
to be quite powerless, and completely 
overshadowed by the Communist element 
now in control. There was little news of 
importance to-day from Shanghai, except 
that the Defence Force is kept con- 
tinuously on the alert by disorderly 
crowds of Chinese who parade round the 
Settlement and threaten the guards. Little 
importance is attached to the Eieáse of 
General Chiang Kai-shek; the Cantonese 
Commander-in-Chief, that he will do all 
in his power to prevent the use of force 
at Shanghai. He gave a similar under- 
taking regarding Nanking immediately 
before the outrages, which, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain stated this afternoon, were 
even worse than at first reported. 


The Revised Prayer Book. 


The revised Prayer Book was accepted 
by an overwhelming majority of the Upper 
and Lower House of Convocation of 
Canterbury and York today, and it 1s 
now thought. that it will also be adopted 
by the National Assembly when it meets 
in July. The measure then will be sub- 
mitted to Parliament; but it is not so 
certain that the House of Commons wil! 
follow the example of Convocation and 
Assembly. The opposition, led by Sir W. 
Joynson-Hicks on behalf of the Protestants, 
is formidable; and, since it cannot alter 
anything in the new Book, it may press 
for its rejections The Anglo-Catholics 
probably will accept the Book, and it is 
understood that generally they will obey 
any rules and regulations which the 
bishops may make regarding reservation 
and other disputed points. It is agreed 
this evening that the decisions reached 
to-day are a triumph for the moderate 
Churchman. | :

INVENTION ‘TESTED IN 
AMERICA.

NEW YORK, Wednesdey. 

A remarkable invention for extracting 
chemical pulp from cornstalks, which is 
bound to have far-reaching economic 
effects, is announced here. . 

The invention is that of Dr. Bela 
Dorner, head of the laboratories of the 
Royal Hungarian Railways. The inven- 
tion has already been tested, and has 
shown that the highest-grade pulp can be 
made from cornstalks in every way equal 


at a much lower cest. 

This. will vpen a new. source of supply 
for the industries making artificia] silk, 
paper, cinema films and. explosives, not 
to mention a number of miscellaneous 
articles. 

The tests have already shown that corn- 
Stalk pulp may have a pure cellulose con- 
tent of 99.3 per cent. Artificial silk made 
from it is superior to that made from 
Wood and equal to that made from cotton. 

ore raw material is required than in 
the case of vood—three tons to two and a 
half tons—but the cost of gathering it is 
much lower.

ICARDIFE TRAWLER 


LOST IN A STORM. 


A GALLANT WLRELESS 
OPERATOR, 


——& — 


The story of a wireless operator's 
gallantry, which resulted in the rescue of 
four of his comrades, was told yesterday 
in interviews with the survivors of the 
crew of the steam trawler Miura, of 
Cardiff. 

The Miura, with a crew of twelve men, 
was returning to Cardiff from the west- 
wards, with a heavy sea running, and at 
about 11.45 on Tuesday night ran on to the 
‘rocks at Stanbury Monk, eight miles north 
of Bude. The seas broke over her, and 
the crew, after attempting to launch a 
boat, which was smashed to pieces against 
the vessel’s side, gathered in the fore- 
castle head, and some of them lashed 
themselves te the mast. 

As the tide rose they were one by one 
washed overboard till only five were left 
and the whole of the vessel was submerged, 
the mast alone remaining above the water. 
Two of the five men eventually jumped 
overboard, and one reached the shore un- 
injured, but the other was badly buffeted 
and injured through being dashed against 
the rocks. He died later. 


WIRELESS MAN’S EXPERIENCES. 


The men were eventually rescued by the 
Bude rocket brigade. 

The wireless operator, Mr. R. W. Page, 
of 2 King’s road, Aylesbury, in an inter- 
view, said that on Tuesday night at 11.45 
he was instructed to send out the 8.0.S., 
and continued to do so till 12.3, when his 
signals were stopped owing to the break- 
down of the aerial. 

“At this time,” he said, “the waves 
were breaking right over the bridge. I 
attempted to join the rest of the crew on 
the forecastle head, and had nearly 
reached the ladder when a séa carried me 
right across the vessel, and the next 
carried me overboard. 


CLIFFS SCALED. 


“I swam for a few minutes and then 
floated on my back. I was lightly clothed 
and had a lifebelt on. After floating for 
about half-an-hour the mist lifted and I 
saw the cliffs and so struck for shore, land- 
ing barefooted on a boulder-strewn beach. 

“I made three attempts to scale the 
cliffs to secure assistance, but owing to the 
slippery nature of the cliff was unable to 
do so, and decided to wait until daylight. 
I eventually scaled the cliff and reached 
a cottage, where I was warmly received. 
After “-ing given some food I proceeded 
to Morwenstow and informed the coast 
watcher, who immediately took steps to 
obtain assistance. ' 


MATE'S STORY. 


The mate of the trawler, Mr. Richard 
Bridge, of Backwell, Bristol, said that 
they had been fishing to the westward and 
were returning to Cardiff. He was on 
watch with the skipper, who decided to 
take a sounding, and gave orders to stop 
the vessel. Breakers were then seen, 
and before orders could be given to put 
her astern she struck. 

The wireless operator was told to send 
out the §8.O.S. Three of the. crew 
reached the rigging, but the others 
gathered on the forecastle head and at- 
tempted .to lawhch a boat. It was 
smashed against the vessel’s side by the 
heavy seas. 

He remained where he was for some 
hours, but eventually decided to take a 
chance for the shore, as only the mast 
was then out of the water. 


LIVING ANB DEAD. 


The names of the survivors are :— 
Philip Kennedy, second engineer; Dick 
Bridge, mate ; Tom Wilkinson, deck hand ; 
Alfred Melhuish, deck hand; Richard W. 
Page, wireless operator. 

The seven men who lost their lives were 
W. M. Joyre, skipper; W. Shaw, chief 
engineer ; J. Good and C. Webb, firemen ; 
W. Metcalf, cook; B. Collins, boatswain, 
and C. Thompson, third hand. 

All the survivors, particularly Philip 
Kennedy, are suffering severely from their 


terrible exposure, and most of them are 


covered with bruises. Mr. Page, who 
was popularly known as “ Sparks,’’ had 
his face and nose badly battered as a 
result of his being dashed upon rocks 
when he was swept from the trawler. 


STREAMS OF SIGHTSEERS. 


Soon after dawn the unfortunate craft 
was seon from Bude, and shortly after- 
wards an almost continuous stream of 
sightseers arrived and scrambled down the 
deep ravines to the shore, which was 
strewn with wreckage and fishing gear. 
Mrs. Luxton, of Hanscott Farm, who saw 
Mr. Page approaching the house and 
spoke to him, sent her husband and others 
to the beach, and Mr. Luxton was able 
to recover a body. 

Mr. Philip Kennedy was suffering so 
badly from the effects of exposure that it 
was found necessary to remove him to the 
farm of Stanbury, where medica] assist- 
ance had been summoned. 


WHAT THE SECOND ENGINEER SAW. 


When interviewed at the farm Mr. 
Kennedy complained of severe pains as a 
result of the buffeting that be had received 
in the huge seas. He stated that he was 
asleep when tie trawler struck. 

Asked. if there was any opportunity to 
send up flares and signals of distress, he 
replied: ‘‘ We were too busy trying to 
launch a lifeboat, and the Miura was heel- 
ing over and over. She settled down and 
some of the crew managed to get to the 
forecastle head. Tom Wilkinson and Bert 
Collins and I worked our way to the rails 
on the starboard side, and, as she was 
heeling over to port, we were practically 
in the air. 

“Collins dropped down, and,” added 
Kennedy, “I saw him floating past me. 
He could not make the rock, and I shouted 
‘ Are you all right?’ but got no answer. 
We climbed the rigging to the masthead 
light and I clung there. We shouted to 
others to join Wilkinson, Bridge, Mel- 
huish and myself, but they could not get 
along. 


DRIVEN ASHORE BY WAVES. 


“ The last person, I think, to go over 
was the third hand, Thompson. He said: 
“I am famished,’ and disappeared. After 
daybreak we saw a-couple of fellows 
waving to us. Wilkinson dropped over 
and made for the rocks, and I followed. 
A big sea came along and I swam blindly 
for the shore. I was weak and cold and 
rolled over and over, striking small rocks 


all the time; someone pulled the out.”

It plunged down a 
steep embankment into a tree. After 
some time he recovered his senses, and, 
with difficulty, walked several hundred 
feet to a caretaker on his estate. 

Mrs. Ford summoned the head surgeon 
of the Henry Ford Hospital, who remained 
with Mr. Ford at his residence until last 
night, when he took him tc hospital to 
undergo 4 minor operation. 

In a statement issued to-day by mem- 
bers of the Ford Company, it was said 
that the accident was kept secret, because 
unfounded inferences might have been 
drawn from it in connection with a law 
suit now in progress, in which Mr. Ford 
is the defendant. 

Mr. Ford, it was stated, strongly de- 
precates the suggestion that the accident 
was the result of intent on anyone’s part. 
He was said to-day to be resting easily, 
and no serious complications are expected.

400 ENTOMBED MEN 
RESCUED.

TEN KILLED IN U.S. MINE 
EXPLOSION,

HARRISBURG (PA.), Wednesday. 

As the result of desperate efforts of the 
rescue crews, virtually all the four 
hundred men entombed in the Ehrenfeld 
Mine, where an explosion occurred to-day, 
were brought up safe and sound late this 
afternoon. 

It was feared at first that the death 
roll would be extremely large, but it is 
now hoped thaj not more than ten men 
have lost their ‘lives. 

The force of the explosion was so great 
that it blew down a two-storey brick 
office building about two hundred feet 
distant from the entry of the mine. 

Ten bodies have been removed from the 
initial excavation at the mine mouth.

— I should 
have been in the seventh heaven of delight 
years ago if this had come to pass; but 
I have changed since then. It does not 
elate me one bit now that I know we 
can make the same mistakes as men. 
We have got the same human nature, and 
we can no more replace the Kingdom of 
Christ upon earth than men folk can.” 


“NO VOTERS UNDER 25 YEARS.” 


Speaking at a dinner in London last 
night, Sir Robert Horne said that, if any 
extension of the franchise was to be made, 
he thought that, while giving women equal 
rights with men, nobody should be en- 
titled to have the vote before the age of 
twenty-five. | 

“I do not mean that I would favour 
the taking away from anybody who has the 
vote his positiongon the register,”’ said Sir 
Robert; “but I think it would be an 
extremely practical position to take, 
especially in our present conditions, to 
say that none shall hereafter get on the 
voters’ roll unjil he or she has attained 
the age of twenty-five. I do not think 
you would offend anybody.”’

£1.300 TO MAKE CERTAIN 
OF WINNING £1,200. 


A case which challenged the legality of 
certain forms of cross-word puzzles was 
heard at. Bow street Police Court, London, 
yesterday afternoon, when Henry Millson 
and Cyril Millson, of Charing Cross road, 
London, W.C., answered summonses 
alleging that on different dates in January 
and February they kept an office for exer- 
cise of lottery, contrary to the Gaming 
Act, and published a proposal for the sale 
of chances in a lottery contrary to the 
Lotteries Act. 

There were six summonses against each 
defendant, who pleaded guilty in every case. 
The prosecution stated that the first com- 
petition was an invitation to the public 
to fill in blank letters in words so that 
every word should form the name of a rail- 
way station. The catch about it was that 


| virtually every word was capable of alter- 


native solutions. 

A detective-inspector who worked out 
chances found that, to cover every solu- 
tion, a competitor would have to send in 
192 coupons. In another competition 1,536 


' coupons would have had to be sent, costing 


over £25. In another case it would have 
cost over £1,300 to make certain of 
winning the £1,200 prize.

UNSINKABLE LIFE- 
SAVING RAFT. 


HAS DECK CABINS AND 
WILL HOLD 100 PERSONS. 


An improved life-saving raft, which, the 
inventor claims, once in the water will not 
overturn or sink, has just been passed by 
the Government Patent Office. The raft 
has been invented by a Liverpool ship- 
wright, James McKearnan, who has had 
nearly fifty years’ experience in building 
lifeboats. 

This is a deep raft which can be fitted 
with deck cabins and “ wireless,” and, 
when built to its largest working dimensions, 
will hold about one hundred people. It 
can be made to fit on a small pleasure 
launch or an ocean-going liner. 

The raft is not the only part of the 
invention that represents a ‘great step 
forward in life-saving methods. 

When fitted to the deck of the vessel, 
Mr. McKearnan’s raft lies in a specially 
constructed’ iron cradle, which, like the 
raft, is always upright. The cradle can be 
so adjusted that when the boat lists the 
cradle is still on a level with the surface 
of the water. As the boat sways under- 
neath it the raft remains motionless. When

SOVIET SHELLS FOR 
GERMANY. 


ADMISSION BY A 
MINISTER,

From ‘‘ Tus Trmzs’’ Congesronpent. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 
Herr Gessler, the Reichswehr Minister, 


of the debate on the Reichswehr estimates 
that shells for the Reichswehr were 
obtained from Soviet Russia. 

Herr Gessler was defending the heavy 
cost of munitions by explaining that the 
Government had no regular factories, and 
that the German factories allowed to 
manufacture munitions could not, as in 
other countries, depend on exports to make 
munitions productions pay. Theoretically 
they could refuse to supply munitions to 
the Government at all, and it might even 
be argued that they were over-kind to the 
Reichswehr. 

A Socialist deputy interjected. “ Were 
the Russian shells as expensive?’ to which 
Herr Gessler replied, “That is over long 
ago.”” 

So much appears in slightly different 
words in two different accounts of the 
debate, and may itself be regarded as an 
admission without the additional dialogue 
published by Vorwdrts.

RESIDENTS BECOMING 
ALARMED.

PEKING, Wednesday. 

Both foreign and Chinese residents in 
Peking are becoming increasingly dis- 
turbed by rumours of possible early action 
by extremists in the capital, in spite of 
the fact that the police are rigorously 
suppressing agitation and have recently 
arrested forty-two students suspected of 
Bolshevist leanings. 

The police now announce that the 
arrested students were in the habit of 
meeting at the Soviet Embassy, and were 
partaking in plots to create disorders and 
bring about a general strike. 

The American women and children here 
have been warned to prepare to leave, and 
it is probable that British women also 
will leave before long if the state of affairs 
does not improve. 

So far, Chang Tso-lin has kept complete 
order here, but there are signs of panic, 
perhaps caused by reports of the horrors 
perpetrated at Nanking and elsewhere.

PROGRESS IN INDIA. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD’S 


REVIEW. 


Commenting upon Lord  Birkenhead's 
statement in the House of Lords, yesterday, 
on the position of affairs in India, The 
Times observes:—A comparison of his 
treatment of this subject yesterday with his 
utterances last October certainly suggests 
that he is now of opinion that if certain 
conditions—which he did not outline too 
clearly—are fulfilled in the next few months, 
there will be no valid objection to the 
acceleration of the appointment of the 
Statutory’ Commission, and of its dispatch 
to India. ; 

One. condition which he had previously 
laid down—an improvement in the political 
relations between Hindu and Moslem, or 
at least a cessation of the ferocious affrays 
which ‘are not the best testimonial to Indian 
civilization—is at present the subject of 
negotiations between prominent Hindu and 
Moslem politicians. 

The communal problem, after all, is one 
which only Indians can solve. Another con- 
dition is the abandonment of the fatal policy 
of non-co-operation. Here, without too 
optimistic a view of the results of the last 
Indian general election and of recent divi- 
sions in the Legislative Assembly, a marked 
improvement can certainly be described, and 
the Swarajists have quite clearly lost. all hope 
of winning the majority of the electorate to 
their negative amme. 

On one oink it is a little difficult te follow 
Lord Birkenhead. In his review of the politi- 
cal situation. He seemed to expend unneces- 
sary regret upon the absence of properly 
organised political parties from the Central 
Legislature, and upon the fact that Indian 
politics were still largely an affair of per- 
sonalities. Yet the evolution of such parties 
was a very slow process in this country. 
There are European States with nearly a 
hundred years of parliamentary experience, 
where they are still embryonic, and leaders,

Should a certain proportion ef the 
traflic be diverted to the by-traders it might 
make the carrying trade so unremuanemtive as 
to have it discontinued. €34
